quested to make certain that your 
fire or smoke is not becoming a 
severe annoyance to your neigh- 
bors,..for instance a person con- 
trolling 


a fire properly should 
ertain that his neighbor’s 
vas not hanging on the 
> that open windows were 
aot directly in path of the smoke 


The. measure of diligence 
which. is necessary and easily 
practiced by a prudent person, 


actuated by proper and humane 
regard for the concern of his 
neighbors, when extended, would 
certainly pay large dividends. 
Now that the citizens of Al 
| bany have the added benefit with 
the opening of the Albany dump 
area, this should minimize the 
fuse of the incinerator for th 
burning of large amounts of de 
bris. It best to take garden 
trimmings and other large pieces 
to the dump, using the inciner- 
ator for minor burning such as 
}mai!, milk cartons, collections of 
papers and other such material

Question: What is the proper 


way to get longer life out of a 
set of tires and what are the dan- 
ger signs to look for before a 
tire failure occurs? 

Answer: I cannot stress how 
very important good tires are for 
you and your family’s motoring 
safety. Almost any other part of 
the car can fail and still not 
cause the danger that a tire fail- 
ure would create, 

To get the longest life out of 
your tire, the car should be prop- 
erly aligned, maintain proper 
tire pressure, and rotate tires 
every 5,000 miles. 

According to national statistics 
90 per cent of all tire failures 
occur in the last 10 per cent of 
tread life. To avoid 90 per cent 
of the danger of a tire failure 
on your automobile, have your 
tires. changed near the last 10 
per cent of tread life.

the rough outline from a block 
of pine on a bandsaw, then ‘“‘just | 
whittling’’ with his jack knife. 
He makes the feet, glues in eyes 
which he orders from Germany, 
gives it a flat coat, then paints 
it with oil colors.
